Every man, though 
he did not draw a prize from the wheels 
yesterday, had steadfast faith that fu­ 
ture drawing would surely see him the 
possessor of a slip reading him a title 
clear to 160 acres of Oklahoma land. So, 
in the success of friends aud relatives 
unfortunate ones, instead of bewailing 
their fate, cheered as familiar names 
wese called out. 
When the close of the day was an­ 
nounced at 6 o’clock hundreds who had 
neither eaten nor drank during che day j 
sank to the ground where they stood 
from sheer fatigue, or dragged them ­ 
selves to better places of rest or to 
seek the refreshment booths up town. 
Tho day was remarkably free from 
quarrels, and general satisfaction with 
tho government’s methods of disposing 
of the land was felt,

Texans W ho Drew 
Frig** In the Land 


L o tte ry at KI Keno. 
El Reno, O. T., July So.—Oklahoma’s 
great land lottery which begun bore 
yesterday morning was adjourned after 
I OOO of the choicest of the 13,000 160- 
;Acre claims in the Kiowa-Oomaucha 
country had been awarded. The day 
was one of keen excitement, replete 
with interesting scenes. 
It is estimated 
that fully 20,000 people witnessed the 
drawing. 
The immense throng was 
wrought up to the highest pit oh. 
The 
drawing of the first names was followed 
by a mighty shout that reverberated 
between the hills. 
Each succeeding winner for a time 
was met with applause and merriment. 
All was pleasantry. Every man, though 
he did not draw a prize from the wheels 
yesterday, had steadfast faith that fu­ 
ture drawing would surely see him the 
possessor of a slip reading him a title 
clear to 160 acres of Oklahoma land. So, 
in the success of friends and relatives 
unfortunate ones, instead of bewailing 
their fate, cheered as familiar names 
wee© called out. 
When the close of the day was an ­ 
nounced at 6 o’clock hundreds who had 
neither eaten nor drank during the day 
sank to the ground where they stood 
from sheer fatigue, or dragged them­ 
selves to better places of rest or to 
seek the refreshment booths up town. 
Tho day was remarkably free from 
quarrels, and general mtisfaction with 
the government’s methods of disposing 
of the land was blit. 
It has been found that many hundred 
applicants have ‘♦repeated” arid that 
other applications are so illegible that 
they will be thrown out. 
Over this 
much discord has resulted and the out­ 
come may b on apisml to the courts. 
The eighth winner in tho Lawton dis­ 
trict was Minerva McClintock, aged 25 
years, of Oklahoma City. She was mar­ 
ried Sunday aud by this act forfeits her 
right to file for claim. 
Sh** might have 
chosen a claim near a county seat worth 
several thousand dollars. 
The drawing was resumed at 9 o’clock 
this morning aud it is believed will bt 
completed Thursday eve mug.
